With us, more than three-fourths of ovr fac 
tory operatives are girls, who take their situations for a 
few years, lay up thei earnings, marry, and make good, 
industrious wives. The lads, if they remamm., look for- 
ward to the more important situations of clerks. superin- 
tendents, and partners. These changes have thew evils, 
so far as the employer is concerned, bat the morals of 
the community are consulted by them.
